national arrest warrants for Bosnian Serb feader Radovan 

Karadzic and his military commander General Ratko 
Mladic. 

The two Serbs are both charged with two counts of genocide. 
The first refers to the siege of Sarajevo in which more than 12,000 
people died in over three and a half years as Bosnian Serb forces 
rained shells and sniper fire down on civilians. 

The second count accuses the two men of masterminding a 
bloodbath at the Muslim enclave of Srebrenica where Mladic had 
promised civilians safety, but then proceeded to kill between 
3,000 and 8,000 Muslim men and boys with knives. 

Now we are faced with the absurdity of having international 
arrest warrants, but nobody wants to arrest them. Whenever you 
tell someone, “Now go and arrest Radovan Karadzic," he says, "I 
am busy," or, “It’s not my job." 

Whose job is it to arrest these two men? ls it IFOR's job? IFOR 
stands for implementation force’ OR... If is the ‘or that is 
important here. IF the job is too risky for NATO's implementation 
force, the OR means ‘or another force’. 

IFOR says, "If we see them we will arrest them." That is, if 
Karadzic is just strolling in the park one day, having bought ice 
cream for his daughter, and we happen to see him, we will arrest 
him. 

Here we are, having conducted an international tribunal on the 
second greatest human atrocity in this century [which might also 
mean ‘in history]; we have pronounced the two men war crimi- 
nals; we have issued arrest warrants for them. But we don’t know 
whom fo send out for the arrest. 

Hardline Bosnian Serbs who see Karadzic and Mladic as heroes 
have warmed of bloody consequences if IFOR makes any atilempt 
fo arrest them. 

This ilîustrates relativity. A war criminal in one place is a hero 
in another. It also shows that we might have another war at hand: 
to gather the courage to send a group of people to arrest the two 
men whom an international tribunal has judged to be criminals, 
or to take the safe route, lay back, just call them crimînalş, and 
make a joke of our international legal system.

KABUL (AFP) -— Afghanistan's 
nascent peace process is still on 
track, despite the refusal of two 


. rmajor opposition groups to join the 


Kabul government, 4 top presiden- 
tial official said Saturday. 

“The peace process we have 
launched will forge ahead because 
that is the will of our people," presi- 
dential spokesman Abdul Aziz Mu- 
rad told AFP. 

‘We see a dark future for thè 
enemies of peace and no group, 
including the Taleban, has any op- 
tion but to accept peace, whether 
they do so tomorrow or later," he 
added. 

Murad’s comments came after 
the Taleban militia, which has been 
besieging Kabul for nine months, 
reportedly again rejected an offer to 
join the expanding administration 
here or to discuss peace with it. 

The Taleban leadership in the 
southern city of Kandahar report- 
edly said it would not talk to Presi- 
dent Burhanuddin Rabbani or his 
government.

He offered 
lengthy prayers when alone but 
made short ones in the company of 
others so as not to inconvenience the 
weak and the elderly. 

PIETY AND HUMILITY: Piety 
and humility ruled his life. He dined 
on very simple dishes, dressed very 
modestly and humbly and avoided 
pomp and luxury. He would sit on 
the ground on a simple carpet. He 
used to milk goats himself and 
would ride unsaddled horses and 
donkeys. He would not allow others 
to follow him in a ceremonial man- 
ner. His usual food consisted of 
bread and dates and he would show 
himself patching his own clothes. 
Though humble, he did not favor 
poverty as a philosophy of life but 
considered wealth, if spent in legal 
and decent ways, to be beneficial to 
society. He would say that wealth, 
if gained through legal means, 
would be a good fortune for the 
pious and would gid him to accom- 
plish rmore good deed and increase 
his Piety. 

WILLPOWER AND ENDUR- 
ANCE:His willpower, patience and 
endurance were unique and these 
qualities affected his companions 
immensely. His struggles witnessed 
many times of hardship such that it 
seemed there was no hope for suc- 
cess, but not for single moment did 
he subit to hopelessness nor did he 
ever think of defeat. His power of 
faith in the righteousness of what he 
was doing never failed. 
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the Holy Prophet (S) 


seeing His slaves attach special 
privileges to themselves, “ 
LENIENCY AND FIRMNESS: 
“He was very mild and forgiving 
regarding acts that concerned only 
him. His great forgiving nature was 
one of the reasons for his success. 
But he was very firm with regard to 
whatever concerned the public's in- 
terest and the laws of God. After the 
conquest of Mecca, he forgave all 
the people who personally spared 
nothing to harass ard persecute 
him. He even pardoned the killer of 
bis beloved uncle, Hamzah. On the 
other hand, when a woman from an 
influential family committed theft 
he ordered her to be punished and 
did not consider the pleas of those 
who asked for her forgiveness. He 
said sternly: "No one should inter- 
vene in such matters. How can we 
stop executing the laws of God for 
the people’s sake? Nations before us 
have met their èend and collapsed 
because they failed to carry out 
God's commandments equally 
among their people. They exempted 
the powerful form punishment and 
punished the weak. Verily by God, 
I wîlî not be lenient in the execution 
of God's laws even if the one who 
breaches them be my own kinıs- 
man." 
WORSHIP: “He would dedicate 
a portion of his nights, a third or a 
half and at times, two thirds of a 
night, to prayers in solitude. Al- 
though he spent all his days in ac- 
tivity, he would not reduce the 
length of his nightly prayers and 
would find peace and calm in soli- 
tary communion with God. He did 
not ‘pray for the sake of heavenly 
reward or for fear of hell. He of- 
fered his prayers out of love, devo- 
tion and gratinıde. One of his wives 
once asked him why, as the prophet 
of God and certainly blessed and 
saved, prayed so much. He ar 
swered: "should I not be a grateful 
slave”? 
He would fast a good number of

them. It happened many times that 
the mothers would give their babies 
to him to bless and the infant would 
wet itself and defile the prophet 
clothes.

It is not important 
if my clothes be soaked with it 
(urine). I can wash them. 


HIS TREATMENT OF THE 
PEOPLE: He was very kirl to peo- 
ple and welcomed them with cheer- 
fulness. He always took the 
initiative to greet people, even chil- 
dren and slaves. He never stretched 
his legs in front of people and would 
not lean back. He would sit with his 
legs under kim. In gatherings, be 
would have everybody sit in a circle 
so that each one was equal in posi- 
tion with the others. He would regu- 
larly visit his companions and if he 
failed to see them for three days 
would ask their whereabouts. If he 
heard one was sick he would visit 
and would attend to his needs. In 
gatherings he had the habit of look- 
ing randomly at everyone in order 
to treat therm all equally. He hated 
being served and would always par- 
ticipate in any work to be done. He 
would constantly say: “God dislikes 


such covenant. 


HIS CONDUCT IN THE FAM- 
ILY: He was very kind to family 
members and never treated his 
wives with violence, a behavior to- 
tally in contradiction with the cus- 
tom of the time. He would even 
tolerate bad larguage from some of 
his wives to thè extend that even 
others would feel uncomfortabie 
with his tolerance, He recom- 
mended to everybody to treat all 
women with kindness and would 
say: "All people have good and bad 
characteristics. Men should not 
judge their wives in terms of their 


teristics but e pleased with the oth- 
ers. Thus he should take into 
account both good and bad to- 
gether." 

He was particularly kind towards 
his children and would carry them 
on his shoulders. He would kiss 
them often and this was not in prac- 
tice in tliose days. Once, in the 
presence of one of the Arab elites, 
he kissed one of his grandsons and 
the man said: “ I have two sons and 
never kissed them ever once.” In 
reply, the prophet said: " God will 
not be kind to those who are not 
kind." 

He was just as kind to children 


that a brilliant future was in store 
for his grandson. 

He was eight years old when 
Abuld-Moraliîb died and, according 
to his last will, his eldest son, Abu 
Talib, ( the elder uncle of the 
Prophet), was also surprised at the 
stranige and extraordinary character 
of his young nephew and felt that 
the young boy was different from 
other boys in many ways. No one 
ever noticed him showing any greed 
in his eating habits and contrary to 
customs of the time and place, he 
maintained a neat and clean appear- 
ance and combed his heir regularly. 

While it was usual for children, 
even elderly men, to take off their 
clothes in the presence of others, he 
was very modest and never bared 
himself in public. 

Abu Talib Would repeatedly 
say: " I never observed anything 
indecent, even as little as an rr 
timely laughter from him. I never 
heard him lie. He did not show 
eagerness to join other children's 
games. He was fond of solitude and 
clean places and was very humble". 


TRUSTWORTHINESS: Before 
his prophethood he was hired to do 
an errand for Khadija (who later 
become his wife) and took a com- 
mercial journey to Syria for her. On 
his trip, he displayed ımique hon- 
esty, trustworthiness and skill. He 
was known for his trustworthiness 
to the extênt. that people called him 
* Mohammad the trustworthy" and 
left him the care of their vahıabies 
during trips. 

HIS BATTLE AGAINST OP- 
PRESSION AND TYRANNY: 
During the Jahilia (the age of igno- 
rance before thıe revelation of Islam) 
he signed a treaty, with a group of 
other nobiemen who were also tired 
of injustices, to defend the op- 
pressed. The covenant was made in 
the house of a celebrity of Mecca, 
Abdullah iba Jad’an, and came tû be 
known as the "Helf al-Fozıl". Even 
during his prophethood he com- 
memorated the covenant and would 
say he did not like it to be breached

propbethood at the age of 40 and 
since then started proselytizing for 
Islam to the people of Mecca (Saudi 
Arabia) during a period of 13 years 
in extreme hardship and difficulty. 
During the same period, he trained 
4 group of devout followers and 
later moved to Medina, making it 
his base. For the next 19 years he

The holy verses of the Qoran 
were revealed to him gradually 
throughout his 23 years of 
prophethood.

. `. Holy Prophet. It was in the begin 


ning of fhe 11th year from his mi- 
gration to Medina that (he Prophéf 
of Islam took his final joorney 
(Me'araj) to Allah at the age of 63. 
He left behind a thriving comunity 
of believers armed with a living 
ideology and committed to a univer- 
sal mission. There were two fsctors 
that contributed to its dynamism: a) 
the unity and spiritual power of the 
early believers and b) the Qoran and 
urique personal influence of the 
Holy Prophet among the Muslims 
who lived on indelibly influenced 
by his memory. 

CHI.DHOOD: He was not yet 
born when his father passed away 
during a commercial journey to 
Syria.

Imam Hassan (AS), Siundard-Bearer of Non-Violent Revolution 


Hassan (AS) was alive, there was 
no way that Muawiyab could com- 
pel people to pay allegiance to 
Yazid, for that would be a blatantly 
obvious violation of the treaty. 

Aware of this, Imam Hassan 
(AS) took a number of precautions 
against any possible attacks on his 
life, in this way, at third time, poi- 
son administered through the con- 
nivance of his wife Ju'da (who had 
been promised a large sum of 
money by Muawiyah) did its tragic 
job, and the Imam was martyred on 
the 28th of Safar, 49 A.H., some 
eight years after the signing of the 
treaty. 

But the worse was yet to come, 
so much had the times changed, and 
so deep had the corruption of wealth 
spread, that even the funeral of 
Imam Hassan (AS) was not allowed 
to be conduct in peace. And soon 
after the martyrdom, Muawiyah's 
historians began the task of defiling 
the memory of the Iman, rewriting 
history to suit the needs of the Bani 
Umımayya. The resulting miscon- 
ceptions and outright lies soon be- 
came accepted dogma among those 
opposed to the Ahl al-bayt, and still 
echo today, disguised "truth" and 
presented as "impartial". 


or openly, will be posed to Hassan 
bin Ali, his brother Hussein, or to 
anyone from the family of the 
Prophet (AS). Muawiyah readily 
accepted these conditions his zeal 
for revenge suddenly forgotten. In 
the years to come, he was to violate 
every one of these conditions. This 
treaty, and Muawiyah's easy accep- 
tance of its conditions, represents 
the final proof, if any is needed that 
Muawiyah's battle had been for the 
caliphate, and not for the purpose of 
"righting" any wrong. 

Treaty 

Going back to Medina, wrong 
Imam Hassan (AS) remained fairth- 
ful to the treaty, avoiding all in- 
volvement in the political field, an 
avoidance that would later be used 
by his enemies to create a malicious 
lie against him. But even in this 
quiescent condition, he was seen as 
a threat by Muawiyah, for the latter 
wanted to appoint his son Yazid as 
his successor. 

Muawiyah was already 58 years 
old whem ha took over the caliph- 
ate, while, Imam Hassan (AS) was 
only 3 years old, as things stood, 
Muawiyah had very little hope that 
he could live longer than the Imam. 
On the other hand, so long as Imam 


Imam Hassan's time, when the dif- 
ference between right and wrong, as 
well as the real roots of the conflict, 
would be much more clear. 

Corditions 

Be it as may, Imam Hassan 
agreed to give up the worldly ca- 
liphate. Contemptuously refusing 
the offer of money that Muawiyah 
had made, Imam Hassan mstead 
drafted his own conditions, which 
are worth quoting in full: 

1) Muawiyah should rule ac- 
cording to the Book of Allah, the 
Sunna of the Prophet, and the con- 
duct of the righteous caliphs, 

2) Muawiyah will not appoint or 
nominate anyone to the caliphate 
after him, but the choice will be left 
to the shura (council) of the Mus- 
tims. 

3) The people will be jeft in 
peace wherever they are in the land 
of God. 

4) The companions and follow- 
ers of Ali (AS), their lives, proper- 
ties, their women, and their 
children, will be guaranteed safe 
conduct and peace. This is a solemn 
agreement and covenant in the name 
of God, binding Muawiyak bin Abu 
Sufyan to keep it and fulfil it, 

5) No harm or danger, secretly 


Muawiyah with bribes and promises 
of power to the tribal leaders. One 
by one, tribal leaders either started 
defecting outright to Muawiyah’s 
side or else proclaimed their urwill- 
ingness to fight for Imam Hassan 
(AS) through both words as well as 
deeds. 

Faced with this difficult situ- 
ation, Imam Hassan had two 
choices: he could have gone on and 
fight against Muawiyah with small 
force that remained with hir, being 
martyred in the processs, or he 
could abdicate ark leave the worldly 
caliphate to Muawiyah bin Au 
Sufyan, making it seem like a fight 
for the caliphate between two con- 
tenders. 

It would also have camouflaged 
the real issue, which was whether 
the leadership of the Islamic con 
munity would be a religious one, or 
whether it should be a political one, 
whether Islam would mean a state 
for all, or whether it would mearı a 
kingdom for a particular racial 
group, and whether the leader of the 
Ummah was to be an Imam, or 
whether he was to be a mere king. 
At that particular moment, the situ-

Moved to China 


TAIPEI (AFP) — The ruling 
Kuomintang (KMT) is studying the 
possibilities of moving the remains 
of Chiang Kai-Shek and his son, 
former President Chiang 
Ching-Kuo, to their Chinese 
ancestral home, a local television 
station reported Friday. 

"At the request of the Chiang 
family, the KMT authorities are 
studying the possibilities and de- 
tails involved in sending their re- 
mains to their hometown in 
Zhejiang Province," the China 
Television Company (CTV) said. 

KMT officials were not imme- 
diately available for comment. 

Chinese authorities have reno- 
vated the Chiang fanily graveyard 
as a goodwill gesture, CTV said. 

Chiang Kai-Shek’s nationalist 
forces fled to Taiwan from China 
in 1949 after being defeated by the 
Chinese Communists in a civi] war. 

The late president had vowed to 
“recover the mainland" during his 
rule over the island until he died in 
1975. His widow, Soong Mayling, 
lives in the United States. 

Chiang Ching-Kuo, admired for 
having laid the foundation for Tai 
wan's economic prosperity and de- 
mocratization, died in 1988. His 
widow, Chiang Fang-Liang, lives 
in Taipei. 

The two leaders were buried in 
separate sites in Taoyuan, south of 
Taipei.

Vitamin E iş found in nuts, vege- 
table oils, olives, asparagus, meals, 
leafy greens and wheat germ. Of 
the three antioxidants, it seems to 
have the strongest potential to pre- 
vent heart disease. In two recent 
studies, the 20 percent of subjects 
who consumed thê most vitamin Ë 
— 20 times the U.S. Recom- 
mended Daily Allowance — had 
one-third fewer heart attacks than 
did the 20 percent who consumed 
the least. 

Vitamin E is thought to prevent

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“Urgent Action” Needed to Avoid 
Ecological Disaster in Black Sea 


The six countries that border the 
Black Sea are Buigaria, Romania, 
the Ukraine, Russia, Georgia and 
Turkey. The 13 neighboring coum- 
tries are Germany, Austria, Hun- 
gary,» the Czech Republic, 
Slovakia, Belarus, Moldova, Po- 
land, the Republic of Yugoslavia, 
Bosnia and Croatia. 

The introduction of toxic waste, 
radioactive material and hydrocar- 
bons into the sea were cited as 
sources of the ecological! degrada- 
tion. 

The Danube River alone carries 
about 500,000 tons of nitrates, 
40,000 tons of phosphorus and 
50,000 tons of oil in addition to 
large quantities of mercury, metal 
and chrome, Romanian member of 
Parliament Ivanciu Nicolae- 
Vaelanu said in a presentation. 

Two of those agents, nitrates 
and phosphorus, are greatly re- 
sponsible for the diminishing fish 
populations experts said. 

The two agents have led to an 
overproduction of phytoplanktor: 
that n tum block sunlight from 
reaching algae and herbs that play 
a vital role in the food chain. 

The dniepr, which provides 80 
percent of the Ukraine’s water, and 
is extensively exploited by Russia 
and Belarus, follows the Danube in 
contributing to rising pollution lev- 
els. 

Another problem with the 
world's largest interior is its 
lack of an outlet, experts said. The 
only body of water connecting the 

Black Sea to the ocean is the narrow 
and shallow Bosporus Strait. 

While the Black Sea is 2,000 
meters (yards) deep in sorme areas, 
the Bosporus only descends to 70 : 
meters, and in some areas is only 
700 meters wide.

To underscore the international 
nature of the problem, experts 
noted that European rivers like the 
Danube and the Dniepr, which 
drain waters from 13 European 
countries, contribute 90 percent of 
the pollutants flowing into the 
Black Sea. 

The conference called for the 
establishment of an international 
forum comprising the six countries 
bordering the Black Sea and the 13 
countries whose waters - and pol- 
lutants - eventually end up there. 

"Pollution in the Black Sea will 
now become a part of the European 
agenda," Zurab Jvania, president 
of the Black Sea Economic Coop- 
eration Parliamentary Assemblies, 
said at a press conference after the 
adoption of the final declaration.

MONROVIA (AFP) -— Liberian 
militia fighters who have shot 
down a dozen peace accords in six 
years will be completely disarmed 
by December, a member of the 
transitional government said 
Friday. 

"The key to achieving peace in 
Liberia is disarmament," said Al- 
haji Kromah, one of the three fac- 
tion leaders sitting on the 
six-member council of state, He 
chaired a cabinet meeting held 
Thursday, the first since April 
when Monrovia was engulfed in 
battles between rival factions. 

Overall, an estimated 60,000 
fighters are involved in Liberia's 
conflict. 

All warring factions “will be 
completely disarmed by next De- 
cember," Kromah told cabinet 
members. 

The ruling council, three mem- 
bers of which attendéd the meeting, 
was “committed to the achievement 
of disarmament, " he said. 

Under a peace accord signed by 
all faction leaders in Abuja, Nige- 
ria last August, disarmament 
should already have been com- 
pleted. That peace accord was the 
latest in a dozen or so signed since 
Liberia's civil war broke out in 
1989. 


HELSINKI (AFP) — Finnish 
Foreign Minister Tarja Halonen on

PARIS {AFP) —- Amschel 
Rothschild, the heir to the British 
banking dynasty who was 
discovered hanged in a Paris hotel 
room, took his own life, the NM 
Rothschild Sons Bank confirmed 
Thursday. 

Initial inquiries by French po- 
lice indicated that he seemed de- 
pressed shortly before his death, 
but that he had left no note to ex- 
plain why he might have taken his 
life. A postmortem was being car- 
ried out. 

His body was found at 7:30 p.m. 
(1730 GMT) on Monday in the 
posh Bristol Hotel in Paris, where 
he bad gone for business meetings. 

The 41-year-old married father 
of three, who was of the sixth gen- 
eration of the banking family, was 
considered the most iikely succes- 
sor to Sir Evelyn de Rothschild as 
chairman of NM Rothschild. 

His death throws open the suc- 
cession question once again, with 
the prospect of a member of the 
group’"s French branch, David de 
Rothschild, taking over. 

He was the son of Victor Roth- 
schild, a noted scientist and advisor 
to former British Prime Minister 
Edward Heath, and was half- 
brother to Jacob, the present Lord 
Rothschild, 

Britain's Daily Telegraph news- 
paper said he was being touted as 
the next chairman because Sir Eve- 
lyn’s own two children were con- 
sidered too young. 

. The banking dynasty was 
founded in the early 19th century 
by Mayer Amschel Rothschild, 

who told his five sorts to form banks 
in Frankfurt, London, Naples, 
Paris and Vienna. 

The English branch, formed in 
1804, made its fortune backing the 
Duke of Wellington in the wars 
against Napoleon, negotiating 
loans for the British government, 

‘Amschel Rothschild was more 
at home on his Suffolk farm jn 
southeast England than in the world 
of high finance, colleagues said. He

Ganymede. with a diameter of 
3.269 miles (5,262 km), is the larg- 
est moon in the solar system, bigger 
than the planet Mercury and about 
three-quarters the size of Mars, BY 
comparison, earth’s moon is 2, 155 
miles (3,468 km) across. 

NASA scientists believe it is 
composed of half water-ice and half 
rock. Portions of the surface are 
relatively bright, clean ice, while 
other regions are covered with 
darker “dirty ice.” 

` Darker areas appear to be an- 
cient and heavily-cratered, while 
lighter regions show evidence of 
tectonic activity that may have bro- 
ken up the icy crust, NASA said. 

“It's about one-third the size of 
earth, but so cold — hundreds of 
degrees below zero whichever sys- 
tem you use, ” said Head. 

*“‘You can see a series of ridges, 
and there's a valley like the San 
Andreas fault," he said, pointing 
out the feature on a black-and- 
white image and referring to the 
major fault-line in California. 

Asked whether seismic activity 
on Ganymede was similar to 
quakes on earth, Head said: “It's 
difficult to measure the magnitude 
of icerquskes, but the size of the 
ridges look similar to those formed 
by earthquakes in southern Califor- 
nia." 

He said there was evidence of 
“liquid water”" inside the moon, 
but that during volcanic eruptions, 
if would have been expelled into the 
frigid atmosphere where it imme- 
diately formed hard rock. 

Galileo project manager Wil- 
liam O'Neill said NASA was de- 
lighted with the performance of the 
Galileo probe, and there had only 
been a couple of minor technical 
problenıs. 

“Don't forget we've only played 
back 10 percent from this first er 
counter so far," he said, noting that 
Galileo was scheduled to pass by 
Ganymede three more times as well 
as Jupiter's other moons la, Cal- 
listo and Europa before the end of 
the mission in December 1997. 

Johnson sumrned up the scien- 
tists" satisfaction with the data and 
images so far. 

“I've been looking at Jupiter 
most of my life, through telescopes 
as a child, as a scientist, and the 
last time I was there vicariously 
was on Voyager,” he said. “Now I 
have a message: Earth lo Jupiter — 
we're back."

UN Security Council Renews 


HANOI (Reuter) —A year after the 
fanfare of Washington and Hanoi's 
normalization of diplomatic ties, 
progress on trade and political is- 
sues between the Vietnam war ad- 
versaries appears to have bit 
obstacles. 

U.S. National Security Adviser 
Anthony Lake is due to arrive in 
Hanoi on Friday to test the waters 
for hirnself, but the public image of 
peacetime ties over the past 12 
months has beer that of a relation- 
ship still beset by complexities. 

Since normalization, a year ago 
on Friday, Hanoi has slammed 
Washington over issues ranging 
from policy towards Cuba to 
“peaceful evolution" plots and FBI 
campaigns against Vietnamese 
spies. 

Ir trade terrns, progress has been 
unspectacular. Most favored nation 
trading status, export-import bank 
financing, insurance from the ovèêr- 
seas private investment corporation 
and other essential trade mecha- 
nisms remain unfulflled goals. 

But both Vietnamese and U.S. 
diplomats say the surface appear- 
ances camouflage the reality. 

“Perhaps we were overly opti- 
mistic about the speed at which it 
would develop,'" says Desaix An- 
derson, charge d’affaires at the 
American Embassy in Hanoi. 

*(But) we're beginning to de- 
velop a sense of trust and confi- 
dence... even though things may not 
be dramatic we are developing a 
relationship across the board." 

Vietnamese party intellectuals 
tend to agree. It took 20 years for 
the two countries to normalize ties 
after the Vietnam war, The fact that 
only slim apparent progress can be 
seen one year later is, they say, a 
reflection of underlying attitudes. 

“The Americans always talk 
about ‘Vietnam syndrome’, '" says a 
senior Hanoi academic, “But you 
have to remember we have also a 
U.S. syndrome... you could call it 
an enemy syndrome.

At Vedeno's hospital, head doc- 
tor Baiguini Baismakhanov and a 
few nurses watched over the prac- 
tically deserted wards.

VEDENO, Russia (AFP) — Jt was 
Friday, thè Musim day of prayer 
in this encircled Chechen mountain 
village, and the few who are still 
bere divide their time between 
praying at the local mosque and 
dreading the Russian helicopters 
which circle mesacingly overhead. 

The streets are deserted. Many 
have fled. The remaining 3,000 
feel abandoned and confused by the 
resumption of a ruthless Russian 
offensive despite what they thought 
was a cease-fire. 

Khamid, a local separatist 
fighter, fulminates against the *na- 
ivete’ of his superiors. "Don't they 
know their history? Don't they 
know that Russia never kept its 
word?" 

Russian troops, closing in on 
guerilla strongholds in southern 
Chechnya om Friday on day four of 
massive air and artillery bombard- 
ments, completely surrounder 
Vedeno, sealing off all access roads 
except one leading down into the 
valley, the local Chechen Com- 
mander Sultan Sibiyev told AFP. 

Warplanes bombed roads and 
fields around Vedeno on Friday, in 
what the combatarıt said was an 
attempt to limit their movements. 

Sibiyev examined the surround- 
ing landscape through binoculars. 
“They're there, there, there," he 
said, referring to the foe. 

He pointed out three hills where 
Russian forces have dug in with 
their armored vehicles. 

A villager, Ayup Tukhapshov, 
father of four, said of the Russian 
forces: "They'll be back. It'll be 
the fourth time — and they'll pillage 
and they'll rob like they ‘did be- 
fore." 

“My children have to live in a 
cellar," he said. "They're ill and
